DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Applicant's election with traverse of Group I, claims 1 - 6 in the reply filed on October 
14, 2009 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that groups I and II have a least one 
common special technical feature, a bottom face impregnated with a first thermosetting matrix 
and a top face impregnated with a second thermosetting matrix, which the prior art fails to teach. 
This is found persuasive, and the election/restriction is being withdrawn.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record fails to teach or suggest the recited pre -impregnated main 
fabric. The independent claim identifies the uniquely distinct features of a substrate that include 
a fabric having a bottom face impregnated with a first thermosetting matrix and a top face 
impregnated with a second thermosetting matrix, wherein the matrices have different physico- 
chemical and rheological properties and different adhesive properties. The closest prior art of 
record, Van Skyhawk (USPN 5,508,096), disclose a different impregnated fabric, which either 
singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render obvious the above limitations. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
